Polarized plug

appliance has a polarized plug (one 
blade is wider than the other). This plug 
will til in a polarized outlet only one way. 
If the plug does not fit fully in Ihe outlet, 
reverse the plug. If it still does nol fit. 
contacl a qualified electrician to install 
Ihe proper outlet. Do nol change Ihe 
plug in anyway.

Tank

To empty tank 

To empty dirty solution, remove lank 
and pour Irom the opening marked 
'USED SOLUTION '. Rinse used solution 
container with clear water. Clean solu- 
tion may be emptied by opening "FILL" 
cap and pouring from the "CLEAN 
SOLUTION" opening. t 





Attach and remove 
brushes and pads 

Disconnect Irom electric circuit before 
putting on or removing brushes.

Press each brush firmly down 
over brush shaft {Bj. rotating brush until a 
click Indicates that it Is in the correcl 
position. To remove grasp center wilh 
Ihumb and fingers and lifl up brush. 



To attach pads, insert end of fastener 
through opening In pad. 

Place pads over power scrub and 
cleaning brushes only. 

The laslener fits around the brush shall. 
Press fastener to snap pad mlo place. 
Unsnap lo remove pad. 



To carry 

Use the lank handle to conveniently 
carry the floor machine from room to 
room. 



Cleaning floors 

There are three methods ol cleaning 
hard surface Moors: 

1 .Water melhod - used for all Itoors 
that can be cleaned with soap or deter- 
gent and water solution. 

2. Solvent cleaning wax method • 

used for wood and other floors lhat may 
be damaged by water solutions. 

3. Direct application method • used for 
polyurelhane sealed wood floors and 
sealed laminate lloors thai require peri- 
odic restoration. 



1. Water method 

Linoleum, asphalt, rubber, vinyl, masonry 
and stone lloors may be cleaned with a 
soap or detergent and water solution. 
Use lloor machine to dispense cleaning 
solution, scrub floor, and pick up dirty 
solution. 

Do not use the water cleaning method 
on wood. 

1. Vacuum tloor thoroughly lo remove 
loose dirl and debris. 



2. Attach power scrub and cleaning 
brushes. II there is a heavy accumulation 
ol wax to remove, snap heavy duty clean- 
ing-waxing pads with fasteners over 
brushes. 

3. Remove tank. Fill with HOOVER Bare 
Floor Cleaner as directed on the contain- 
er. Replace tank. 

Concentrated ammonia solution must be 
used lo remove some wax. II using a 
product specifically for wax removal, read 
caution label and lo 1 1 ow Instructions 
on container. 

N o t e :The bag In the tank is made ol 
vinyl. Check label on detergent container 
to be sure that the detergent Is not harm- 
ful lo vinyl. 



4. Be sure the control button is in the 
"OFF" posilion. Connect cord lo a wall 
receptacle. Press handle control lever 
with fool and lower the handle. Start by 
moving the conlrol bulton to the "SCRUB- 
POLISH -SHAMPOO* position. 

5. Start al the end ol a room and apply 
solution to a 3 ft. x 6 It. (1 m x 2m) area by 
squeezing the trigger occasionally. 
Release the trigger and scrub the area as 
necessary. When removing hardened 
wax. allow solution to remain on the floor 
3-5 minutes. Do not let solution dry on the 
lloor. 

6. To remove the dirty water from the floor, 
move the control button to 'OFF* then left 
and toward to Ihe "WET PICKUP' posi- 
tion. Move floor machine over the 
scrubbed area until the floor is dry. Start 
at one end of Ihe floor, scrubbing and 
picking up the dirty water as you go. (II 
the floor machine is not picking up prop- 



erly, check "Maintenance" section 
regarding filter bar and squeegee.) 

Note: It is not always necessary lo rinse 
floors, because the "WET PICKUP* 
removes Ihe detergent solution Irom Ihe 
lloor. However, depending on the type 
ol solution used,the lloor may need to 
be rinsed thoro u g h ly to eliminate 
dulling or slreaklng. II you prefer lo 
rinse the floor, empty detergent solution 
Irom tank and rinse lank well. Add clear 
water through the opening marked 
•CLEAN SOLUTION". Fill to the 'FULL" 
line. Follow the same procedure as for 
scrubbing floors. 



2. Solvent cleaning 
wax method 

Wood and other floors may be damaged 
by using water solutions; therefore, use 
only those cleaners and waxes recom- 
mended specifically lor these lypes ol 
lloors. 

The following directions are for cleaning 
wood or other floors with a cleaning pol- 
ishing solvent base liquid wax. 

1. Vacuum floor lo remove loose dirl and 
debris. Wipe up sticky spots with a 
damp cloth. 

2. Apply wax-cleaner according to man- 
ufacturers instructions on the container. 
Do not dispense wax Irom tank. Do 
not use tloor mach I n e to apply sol- 
vent base liquid wax to the lloor. 

3. Reler lo "Polishing and bulling lloors". 



3. Direct application 
method 

Polyurethane sealed hard wood and 
sealed laminate flooring can be cleaned 
using a floor cleaner specialty formulated 
lor mis lype ol floor. Check wtlh Die floor- 
ing manufaclurer for a recommended 
cleaner. Your floor machine can be used 
periodically wilh this lype ol cleaner to 
help restore the floor's luster. 

1 .Vacuum floor thoroughly lo remove 
loose dirt and debris. 

2. Atlach the soli cloth pads to polisher 
referring to directions in Fig. 2-7 and 2-8. 

3. Following the directions on the cleaner 
bottle, start al one end ol a room and 
apply cleaner to a 3 ft. x 6 ft. (I m x 2m) 
area. Do not dispense wood floor 
cleaner from the lank. Be sure the con- 
trol bulton is in the "OFF posltioa 



Conned cord to a wall receptacle. Press 
handle release lever to lower handle. 
Start floor machine by moving the control 
button lo Ihe "SCRUB- POLISH-SHAM- 
POO" position. 

4. Move Ihe lkx>r machine over the area 
until me floor is completely dry. Do not 
use (he "WET PtCK UP"fealure to pick 
up me hard wood floor cl e a n e r. During 
the transition from wel to dry. Ihe floor 
machine will seem to "labor" (motor 
sound will change and me floor machine 
may feel different) until the floor cleaner 
has dried completely. The floor machine 
motor will then return lo its original sound 
and feel. 

5. To restore shine lo stubborn areas, 
attach the heavy duty cleaning and wax- 
ing pads and repeat step 3 & 4. Such 
areas can also be dry buffed (without 
applying a wood floor cleaner) using Ihe 
heavy duty cleaning and waxing pads. 



Waxing floors 

There are two types ol wax to use on hard 
surface floors: waler-base and solvent 
base. 




1. Water base wax 

Water-base wax is a sell-polishing wax 
which does not contain a petroleum sol- 
vent. II can be used on all hard surface 
floors except wood. 

F o 1 1 ow the directions on Ihe container 
to apply.Do not polish or buft this wax 



2. Solvent-base wax 

Solvent-base wax can be denlified by the 
caulion statement: "Flammable" or 
"Combustible' on the label. II is used on 
wood floors and can be polished and 
buffed when dry. Do not use solvent-base 
wax on asphalt or rubber tile or other 
h a rd surface floors unless specified by 
the manufacturer. 

There are two kinds ol solvent base wax: 
paste wax and liquid cleaning -polishing 
wax. 
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Paste Wax 
Solvent i 




a. Paste wax 

To spread wax evenly, atlach power 
scrub and cleaning brushes lo floor 
machine, then snap on heavy duty 
cleaning and waxing pads. 

Spread a thin coal of wax on pads or 
spread a small amount on floor with 
spatula. Start by moving control bullon 
to *SCRUB- POLISH- SHAMPOO". Apply 
wax lo floor, by guiding in straight lines 
or wilh grain of Ihe wood, until wax is 
spread evenly. 

b. Liquid polishing wax 

This type ol wax Is used lo clean as well 
as wax floors. Apply wax according to 
instructions on me container. Use floor 
machine only to polish floors when 
this lype of wax Is used. Refer lo sec- 
tion 'Cleaning floors - Solvent cleaning 
wax method'. 



Polishing and 
buffing floors 

Floors waxedwith solvent-base wax 

may be polished and buffed wilh Ihe 
floor machine. 

1. Be sure wax is thoroughly dry before 
polishing. This usually lakes 20-30 min- 
utes but may lake longer in damp 
weather. 




2. Use power scrub and cleaning brush- 
es to polish floor. Move ihe control bul- 
ton to "SCRUB-POLISH -SHAMPOO". 
Guide floor machine in straight lines or 
with the grain of the wood. 

3. A double coat ol wax will give floors 
more protection. Let wax dry thoroughly 
and polish alter each application. 



Continued -* 
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To achieve a high 
luster finish 

1. Attach lelt bulling pads over power 
scrub and cleaning brushes using fas- 
teners. Polish lo a soil shine by guiding 
floor machine in straight lines or with the 
grain ol the wood. It more shine is 
desired proceed lo step 2. 

2. Remove (ell buffing pads and attach 
high luster polishing pads. Once again, 
guide Ihe handle in straight lines or with 
Ihe grain ol Ihe wood to achieve a high 
lusler finish. 



To keep floors bright 
and shiny 

Bull floor often lo reslore sheen and 
remove scratches and marks. This 
lengthens the time between waxings. 
Belore bulling, use a vacuum cleaner to 
remove dust and dirt and a damp cloth 

10 remove sticky particles. Stubborn 
spots, such as black heel marks, can be 
removed by rubbing gently with very line 
steel wool dampened with wax. 

11 traffic areas need to be rewaxed and 
polished, and a solvent-base wax has 
been used on the floor, apply wax only to 
Ihese areas then bull the entire floor. 



Quick pickups 

Liquids spilled on hard surface lloors. 
such as water, or soft drinks, can be 
picked up with your shampoo- polisher. 

Before plugging unit into electrical out- 
let, attach power scrub and cleaning 
brushes. Put a small amount ol water 
Into Ihe tank. Move control button to the 
"WET PICKUP" position to remove liquid 
from floor. Rinse floor by moving control 
button to Ihe "SCRUB- POLISH- SHAM- 
POO* position, and squeeze trigger lo 
dispense clear water. Use "WET PICK- 
UP* lo remove nnse water. 



Shampooing 
carpet and rugs 

For best results use HOOVER rug 
and carpet shampoo. A carpet sham- 
poo designed specifically for rotary 
and foam type carpet shampooers can 
also be used. 

Use shampoo only In concentration 
as recommended on container. 




Use only shampoo brushes for carpet 
and rugs. 



Shampoo In dry weather or when your 
home is heated to insure last drying o* 
carpel. 

Wool, wool blends and synthetic fiber 
can be shampooed successfully. Cotton 
libers are non -resilient, "matt* easily, 
absorb large quantities of water, and 
dry very slowly. Because of these char- 
acteristics, it is not recommended that 
you shampoo cotton rugs or carpet with 
your floor machine. 

Before you begin 

1. Test for colorfastness 

Apply some HOOVER Rug and Carpel 
Shampoo solution (shampoo mixed with 
water according to directions on the 
shampoo container) or dry foam to a 
small inconspicuous area o* Ihe carpel 
and rub with a white cloth. Check lo 
see that color does not come oil on the 
cloth and that the color o* the carpel Is 
satisfactory alter the area dries. 



2. Check effect of 
shampoo brushes 

Attach rug shampoo accessory and 
shampoo brushes (as shown in Fig .2-14 
and 2-15}. Prepare a small amount o* 
shampoo solution in the tank following 
directions on the shampoo container. 
Attach tank and guide the floor machine 
over a small area of the rug. After sham- 
pooing this area, brush the pile of the 
rug in one direction and let dry. Examine 
rug lor change in texture. Some rugs 
with loop or twist pile show a change ol 
texture when any cleaning appliance is 
used. If this change is nol loo great, it 
will not be apparent after the entire rug 
has been shampooed. The floor 
machine, used according to directions, 
will leave rugs clean and bright with a 
minimum ol texture change. 

II Ihese two tests have proven success- 
ful, proceed with Ihe following steps. 



3. Move furniture 

Place plastic or aluminum foil pads 
under legs of furniture loo heavy to 
move, so metal slides or wood finishes 
will nol slam carpel. II lurnilure is moved 
back onto damp carpel, place pads 
under legs to avoid marks and rust 
slams. 

4. Vacuum thoroughly 

Vacuum carpet lo remove dust. sand, and 
lint. The quality ol the shampooing job 
depends, to a great extent, on how thor- 
oughly Ihe dirl is removed belore sham- 
pooing. 
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Using the floor machine 

Disconnect floor machine from electri- 
cal outlet. 




1. Attach rug shampoo 
accessory 

Win floor machine upside down on a flat 
surface, make sure Ihe foam generator 



(C) is screwed on lightly (see 
Maintenance Section for care ol loam 
generator). 

To convert Ihe unit lor shampooing. (It 
notch (D) on rug shampoo accessory 
onto wheel axle ol uml. Snap Into place. 
Press sides and front ol accessory into 
place, completely covering bottom of 
floor machine. 
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2. Attach shampoo 
brushes 

Press shampoo brushes down (Irmly 
over brush shaft, rotating brush until It 
clicks into position. 

Shampoo brushes are very soil lo pre- 
lect line rugs and carpet. Do not use 
power scrub and cleaning brushes on 
carpel or rugs. 
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3. Fill tank 



Mix carpel shampoo according to direc- 
tions on the container. Pour lo the 
"FULL" line in Ihe tank opening marked 
"CLEAN SOLUTION". 

CAUTION: Do not use all-purpose deter- 
gents, soapsammonla. or washing 
s o d a T h ey can cause colors to run and 
m ay damage carpel fibers .L I q u I d 
household detergents will not give sat- 
is tact orycleanlng results. 
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4. Shampoo carpet or rug 

Start at one end ot Ihe room and work 
toward a door so that it will not be nec- 
essary to walk on Ihe damp carpel. II is 
recommended lhat an area 3 It. x 3 It. 
(1m x 1m) be shampooed betore mov- 
ing lo another area. Begin by lowering 
handle and moving control button lo 
"SC RU B- POLISH - SHAMPOO". 

Squeeze trigger (E) intermittently lo 
apply solution. Apply sparingly In order 
not to soak the carpet. The lype ol 
liber, surface texture, and height ol pile 
will determine how much solution should 
be used. GukJe floor machine slowly, 
slightly overlapping Ihe strokes. Move 
forward and backward until the 3 II. x 3 
It. area (im x im) Is covered with loam. 
Cnsscross area to work foam uniformly 
into the carpet (see illustration) until Ihe 
loam disappears. The final strokes over 
each area should always be in the same 
direction. 



Repeat the process over another 3 II. x 3 
ft. area (im x im). overlapping Ihe areas 
by several inches. Continue until a 3 It. 
(1 m) length the widlh ol the carpet or 
rug has been cleaned. 

Note:The "WET PICKUP 'ls used only 
when removing liquids from hard sur- 
face floors. Do not use "WET PICKUP" 
on carpeting. 

5. Allow carpet to dry 

The length of lime tor drying varies, 
however, overntght drying is desirable 
whenever possible. The use of an elec- 
tric fan lo speed drying is helpful. If it is 
necessary to walk on the carpet before 
il is dry. place towels or white cloths on 
the irallic areas. 

If furniture must be replaced before 
the carpet Is dry, use plastic or alu- 
minum foil pads under legs of furni- 
ture so metal slides or wood finishes 
will not stain the carpet or rug. 



6. Vacuum dry carpet 

Vacuum area thoroughly after It Is dry 
to remove the dry detergent and the 
dirt loosened by the cleaning process. 

Frequent vacuuming during Ihe first 
week alter shampooing will enhance the 
appearance ol the carpel. 



Using dry-cleaning 
compounds 

The lloor machine may be used to work 
dry-cleaning compounds or powders 
into carpel or rugs. Do not put these 
substances into the lank and be sure 
shampoo brushes are dry. Tesl a small 
area of carpet for colorlastness by 
sprinkling a small amount of powder 
and wiping with a white cloth. Then 
check lor texture change by using Ihe 
floor machine with dry brushes In Ihe 
same area. II color and texture are not 
affected follow directions on container 
lor amounts lo use and drying lime. 
After compound has dried, vacuum area 
thoroughly. Install a new disposable bag 
in vacuum cleaner to Insure complete 
removal ol cleaning compound and dirt. 
Frequent bag changes may be neces- 
sary when a powdered dry-cleaning 
compound is used. 
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3. Maintenance 



Familiarize yourself with these home 
maintenance (asks as proper use and 
care of your appliance will ensure con- 
tinued cleaning elfectiveness. 

Tank and tubing 

Wash and rinse lank after each use. To 
rinse tubing, pul clear water in tank, 
then hold and release lugger several 
times. 

Disconnect unit from electrical outlet 
before performing any of the mainte- 
nance tasks or procedures listed 
below. 

Furniture guard 

Wipe furniture guard with dry cleaning 
fluid or liquid detergent to remove wax 
and din after each use. 

Base of unit 

Remove brushes and dry bottom ol 
shampoo polisher with a paper towel or 
cloth before storing. 




Foam generator 

The foam generator (A), located on base 
of unit near wheels, should be removed 
and washed after each use. To remove, 
turn 1/4 turn In a counterclockwise direc- 
tion and bit up. Wash in a solution ol hot 
waler and detergent to clean screen. 
Rinse: then replace on floor machine, 
matching projections with slols and turn- 
ing in a clockwise direction. 
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Filter bar 

The filter bar (B). located between the 
two squeegees at the front ol the floor 
machine base, protects the unit by col- 
lecting any large particles of dirt or 
residue. Clean filler bar after each use or 
during use if there is a decrease in the 
efficiency of the 'WET PICKUP". 

Remove filter bar by placing Ihe index 
fingers under each end and lifting up. as 
shown. 

Clean off lint and dirt particles by hold- 
ing filter bar under running water. 
Replace by snapping it into place 
between Ihe squeegees. 



Brushes 

Wash power scrub and cleaning brush- 
es and heavy duly cleaning -waxing 
pads in a solution ol hot water and 
detergent to remove wax. Rinse well. 
Hold shampoo brushes under warm 
running waler lo remove any Iml thai 
has collected. Shake brushes and pads 
to remove excess water. Place on 
paper towels (with brushes down) to 
dry. Allow brushes to dry completely 
before reattaching them to unit. 

Soft cloth, felt and 
high luster pads 

The pads should be washed occasion- 
ally lo remove wax. If floor machine 
does nol glide easily when buffing 
floors, it may be due lo an accumula- 
tion ol wax on pads. 

Pads should be washed in the same 
way as brushes. Shake the high luster 
polishing pads several limes while dry- 
to restore flufliness. 

Lei pads dry thoroughly before reusing. 
The felt and high luster pads must be 
completely dry to polish floors. 




Defoamer cake 

The defoamer cake (C). located inside 
upper part ol tank housing, is necessary 
to reduce foam in the recovery lank. 

The defoamer cake should be checked 
periodically. With normal use. it will last 
aboul one year. 

Instructions for replacing the cake are 
imprinted on the back ol the tank hous- 
ing. To purchase replacement defoamer 
cakes, contact your nearest Hoover

Storing 

Wrap cord around cord storage hook 
located at the bottom of tank housing, 
and then around trigger.

No grounding means is 
provided on a double-insulated appli- 
ance, nor should a means (or grounding 
be added. Servicing a double-insulated 
appliance requires extreme care and 
knowledge ol Ihe system, and should 
be done only by qualified service per- 
sonnel. Replacement parts must be 
Identical to those parts being 
replaced. A double -insulated appliance 
is marked with the words 'DOUBLE- 
INSULATION- or DOUBLE INSULATED. 
The symbol |g]may also be marked on 
the appliance. 

Lubrication 

The motor is equipped with two sleeve 
bearings. These bearings contain suffi- 
cient lubrication for the lite of the motor. 
The addition of lubricanl could cause 
damage. Therefore, do not add lubri- 
cant lo either motor bearing.

Problem: Slippery floor

• To remove from waxed floor dampen 
tine steel wool with wax and rub 
spots. Polish. 



Problem: Powdering of wax

• Clean and rewax floor. (Do not mix 
waxes.) 

• Floor not clean when wax is 
applied. 

• Clean and rewax floor. 



Problem: Streaked floor

• Uneven application of wax. 

• Clean and rewax floor. Apply wax 
evenly. 

• Heavy build-up of wax. 

• Remove wax. then apply thin coat. 

• Applying one type of wax over 
another. 

• Clean and rewax floor. (Use only 
one type of wax on floor.) 

• Floor not properly cleaned or 
rinsed. 

• Clean and rewax floor. 

• Oil mop used on floor. 

• Clean and rewax floor. (Do not use 
oil mop on waxed floor.)
